HOW TO MAKE A LAWN 


The ground should be thoroughly prepared; that is, the soil should be fertilized, 
then turned over to a depth of 6 inches and pulverized. Sow good seed (which is 
very essential) roll the ground and cross roll in order to press the seed firmly into 
the soil. The proper time to sow grass seed depends upon the latitude. In the 
central and eastern states seed may be sown from March Ist to the end of June. 
Seed may be sown in the fall, from the first part of August to the end of October. 


Sow, if possible, when the ground is moist.
